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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicant acknowledges receipt of the Office Action dated March 17, 2006. Entry of the 

amendments is proper under 37 CFR 1.116 since the amendmaits place the appKcation in 

condition for allowance by complying with a requirement of form expressly set forth in the 

previous office action.

Allowable Subject Matter

the limitations of claim 1 from which claim 4 originally depended. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfully requests allowance of claims 4-6.

The further amendments include deleting reference 
characters to the figures and correcting misspellings* 
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Objection to Drawings under 37 C.F.R. § 1.83(a)

has beea canceled roidering tiiis objection moot. 

Objection to the Specification under 37 C § lJ5(d)(l) 

The specification was objected to as failing to provide prop^ antecedent basis for the 
subject matter of claim 2. Claim 2 has been canceled rendering this objection moot 

Rejections under 35 § 112, second paragraph 
Claim 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. Claim I has been 
canceled rendering this objection moot 

Rejections under 35 § 103(a) 

Claims 1-3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the prior 
art. Claims 1-3 have been canceled rendaing this objection moot.
